SETUP INSTRUCTIONS 


(Start here if you are installing the apps on your own device. If you obtained a pre-loaded device, skip to 
the "About the Apps" section) 

Plug device into power outlet and connect to TV using HDMI cable. Power on device and TV so you see 
the home screen on the TV. 

Go to Settings - Device Preferences/Developer Options - Security & Restrictions - Unknown Sources. 

Toggle all the options to On. (Depending on your device some of these options may be named 
differently, just find your way to the menu for allowing apps to be installed from unknown sources and 
makes sure that option is allowed). 


Go to Settings - Network & Internet. Connect to the WiFi network of your choice. Or connect your 
device directly to your router using an Ethernet cable. 


Open the Browser on your TV box (Firefox/Chrome etc). In the address bar, type 

http://troypoint.eom/f] and click enter/search. This will initiate a download for an app called Filelinked. 
You need to install and open this file. 


Press the Home button on you remote and find the File Browser/Manager app that is built into your 
device. 


You are looking for a file called com.aot.filelinked.apk which will be found in a folder called 

Downloads/Downloaded Apps. 


When you find the file, click on it and follow instructions to install. You might be prompted to authorize 
the install from an unknown source. Click Allow/Agree to anything that pops up and toggle any settings 
to On when prompted. 


Once downloaded, Filelinked app will be found in the Apps section on your device. If you can't see it, use 
the search function on your device to locate it. The Filelinked app is what you will use to download and 
install all other Apps & Tools that you will need. 


Open the Filelinked app. Click Settings (gear icon) in the top right corner and toggle the Hints/Tips from 
On to Off. 




Enter this code to access the store: 84212804 


Download and Install all the Apps listed under Essential Downloads. The downwards arrow to the right 
will download the app. Once downloaded you click the triangle Play button to install. Follow all prompts 
to install all the apps. Once completed, these will show in the Apps section on your device home screen. 

You can reorganize your home screen so all these Apps appear together on the home screen. (This isn't 
essential, it just makes it easier to navigate each time). 

Click the + icon and uncheck the apps you want to drop from the app tray, and check the new ones you 
have just installed. (Each device is different and some will have different methods for organizing your 
apps. Refer to your device user manual). 


(Start here if you got a device with the apps pre-loaded onto it) 

About the Apps: 

TVOB - This is the preferred app for streaming IPTV. It has Live TV, VOD (Video on Demand), Movies & 
Catch Up sections. 

IPTV2K20 - This app does exactly the same as TVOB, it just looks different. This app is provided as a 
backup and alternative to the TVOB app. Whichever you use is up to you. 

VLC Player - This media player works best for streaming IPTV. Later in the guide you will be shown how 
to set it as your default app. 

ES File Explorer - This is a much more user-friendly version on the File Browser/Manager app that is 
already loaded on your device. In this app you can find files that you download onto your device much 
easier. Also, if you ever plug a USB/Flash drive into your device, open this app to view the contents more 
easily. 

Cinema Free - This is a Bonus App added as a courtesy and is purely for informational purposes. It has 
lots of info on movies/tv shows. 


Using TVOB: 

Launch App. Create a profile name in Any name box (e.g John Smith or JS) & enter Username & 
Password. These will be supplied by the person who set you up. Input details and click Add User. Then 
Click on the user profile you just created. The app might take a minute or two to download content and 
set up. 

Now you need to make VLC Player your default player. Click Settings (Gear Icon) in the top right corner. 
Click Player Selection - Add Player (top right) - Click VLC (traffic cone icon) - ADD. Click each box that 
says "Built-in Player" & change it to VLC. Once all boxes are set to VLC click BACK button. 



From the TVOB home screen, click EPG option. This will download the electronic program guide to each 
channel. While you are browsing, you can see what each channel is showing. 


Now you are ready to enjoy the app. 


MOBILE STREAMING 


You can also stream from your phone/tablet. Go to App Store/Play Store and download one of the 
following apps: Dark Media (recommended), WESOPRO, 24/7 iptv, GSE IPTV. 

Input the login details you were given and stream on the go. 

* Remember, you can only stream from one IP address at a time, even if you have a multi-room 
connection. You would have to stop all other streams running from your account before trying to stream 
on your mobile/tablet. Failure to do so could block your account.* 


Final Thing: 

On your phone go to App/Play store and download Telegram Messenger App. Quickly setup an account. 
Click Contacts and search for username Bolder301. Send 2 messages - one with you login username and 
one with the city where you are located - e.g JohnSmith. New York. 

Contact Bolder301 on Telegram for deals on getting friends and family connected. 


PRO TIPS: 

Use a wireless mouse to navigate your device instead of the remote. They are easy to use. Left 
click selects item and right click backs out to previous screen. You can get them for under £10 
online. Just plug the USB receiver into the side of your device and it will work straight away. 

Hard-wire your device to your router using an Ethernet cable. Using Wi-Fi is fine, but actually 
wiring the device into your router will give you a faster speed & more reliability. If not possible 
then just use Wi-Fi. 

You can have up to 3 connections/devices running off the same IP address if you subscribe to 
the multi-room package. Contact bolder301 on Telegram for details. Standard packages are for 
one connection at a time. 

All connections come pre-loaded with Adult XXX content. To have this content removed, ask the 
person who set you up. 



In TVOB/2K20 App, add your favourite channels to the favourites folder - Click and hold on the 
channel you want to add. Click Add to Favourite on the pop-up menu that appears. The 
favourites folder is found at the top of the Live TV section. 

Sometimes you will need to refresh the app in order for changes to take effect or to update a 
frozen stream. In the Live TV Channel menu, Click the 3 dots in the top right corner & select 

Refresh Channels, Movies and Series.
